A Quincy-based compa- 
ny has unveiled formal plans 
to redevelop part of former 
Ross Lot in Quincy Center, 
including a 20-story tower 
housing a combined 325 ho- 
tel rooms and apartments, a 
150,000-square-foot office 
building, a two-story build- 
ing with a restaurant and 
other amenities, and a 490- 
Car garage. 

FoxRock Properties 
pitched the proposed re- 
development, known as 
SwitchPoint Quincy, to the 
Planning Board during its 
meeting on Sept. 8. FoxRock 
is seeking two separate ap- 
provals from the board; the 
first is a certificate of consis- 
tency for the overall project 
and the second is a special 
permit to build the hotel and 
residential structure 20 sto- 
ries high.

* On Sept. 27, 1854, two ships collide off the coast 
of Newfoundland, killing 322 people. The wooden-hull 
Arctic slammed into the iron-hull steamer Vesta and was 
severely damaged. In trying to beach the ship, the Artic’s 
captain ran over several lifeboats, causing more people 
to drown. 

¢ On Oct. 1, 1908, in Detroit, the first production 
Model T Ford is completed. Its 22 horsepower, four-cyl- 
inder engine could reach speeds up to 40 mph and run on 
gasoline or hemp-based fuel.

Afterward, British 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher agreed to several of 
the protesters’ demands, including the right to wear civil- 
ian clothing. 

¢ On Sept. 30, 1999, large doses of radiation are re- 
leased at Japan’s Tokaimura nuclear plant in an accident 
caused by a serious error made by workers at the plant. 
Instead of pouring 5 pounds of powdered uranium into 
nitric acid, workers poured 35 pounds.

SCAM ALERT #1: 
AARP Impostor Scams 

One of the most effective things that criminals can do 
to gain your confidence is impersonate an organization that 
you do business with and trust. Sadly, no one is immune 
from this. Not even AARP. 

Recently, the AARP Fraud Watch Network Helpline has 
been receiving calls about a scam involving phone calls 
from. someone claiming to be with “AARP Security Sys- 
tems” (or something similar sounding). We are told the first 
question they ask is whether you own your home and then 
they hang up. 

We haven’t yet heard from anyone who lost money or 
sensitive information to these scam calls, but that could al- 
ways change. Don’t engage with anyone claiming to be from 
AARP Security Systems, and if you get a call like this, let us 
know by calling the AARP Fraud Watch Network Helpline 
at 1-877-908-3360, or reporting it on our scam map (www. 
aarp.org/scammap). Anytime you are directed to pay a debt 
or other obligation with a gift card, it is a scam. 


SCAM ALERT #2: 
‘“Smishing” 

As more of us catch on to scam calls to our smartphones 
and block them or don’t answer them, scammers have taken 
to texting. “Smishing” is the term of art: SMS + phishing. 
Just as scammers phish by casting a wide net with email, so 
they do with smishing. 

The same things that we suggest in order to avoid phish- 
ing attacks apply to smishing. But texts live in this space of 
immediacy — scammers know we are likely to respond much 
faster to a text than an email. To thwart their efforts, take 
a pause and consider the message. Is this really my bank, 
or Amazon, or PayPal, or the IRS texting me? Don’t click 
links — access the company or agency in a way you know to 
be safe and see if there’s an issue. Otherwise, don’t engage. 

SCAM ALERT #3: 
Grandparent Scams 

Criminals know that fear is the best motivator, and noth- 
ing drives fear more than a loved one in trouble. This is why 
scams targeting grandparents seem never to go away. 

If someone calls claiming to be your grandchild, or some 
authority calling about your grandchild who is in trouble or 
danger, it’s most likely a scam. It’s certainly a scam if the 
caller directs you to send money fast to resolve the problem. 
Your best move is to hang up and call your grandchild or 
reach out to family who would know his or her whereabouts. 

SCAM ALERT #4: 
Utility Scams 

Utility scams heat up as the temperatures rise (and when 
they fall), so much so that the Federal Trade Commission 
ranks utility impostors among the top reported scams. In 
this one, you typically get a call, email or text saying your 
account is past due and you must pay immediately, or they 
will cut off your power. Another tactic is the “utility” claim- 
ing you overpaid your bill, and they request your bank ac- 
count information to issue a refund. Utility scammers can 
also show up at your door after a power outage or severe 
storm offering to get your power back on for a fee. 

Utility companies typically don’t do business this way. 
Any unusual communication from your utility should raise 
a flag. Disengage and contact your provider at a number 
you know to be legitimate (off of a recent statement, for 
example). Chances are you’ll learn that there is no problem 
to address. 

Be a fraud fighter! If you can spot a scam, you can stop 
a scam.

Resources Needed For Copeland Street Betterment 


In The Quincy Sun Sept. 9th issue there was an excellent 
article (letter to the editor) from a Wollaston area resident 
reporting the street condition on Waterston Avenue. I am 
sure many readers identify with the writer. 

Similarly, the residents of South West Quincy have re- 


cently reached out to their councillor on comparable issue, 


the condition of Copeland Street. There is one beautiful sec- 
tion there — the Granite Workers Memorial statue and park. 
But after that the sidewalks are hazardous to walk, in fact 
last month a pedestrian broke her ankle walking on Cope- 
land Street. 

Copeland Street is a gateway to the New Quincy, the Fur- 
nace Brook Parkway exit to Quincy from Route 3 and from 
the South East Expressway. It is distressing just to walk or 
drive on - an embarrassment gateway to the Historic City 
of Quincy. 

We have reached out to our city councillor to take this 
street on the city council’s agenda and to the Department 
of Planning and Community Development, to direct some 
resources for this neglected street’s betterment. 

Second, there is perhaps a way to give the businesses, 
property owners, used car dealers and garage owners some 


incentives for sprucing up their business fronts. Often it 
only take a few flower boxes and the broom and the rake to 
make the difference and more pleasant for the pedestrians 
and the motoring public.

Federal Court Judge Andrew Caffery accepted the six- 
ward plan advanced by Ward 4 Councillor Albert Barilaro 
and approved by the City Council, and then the judge shut 
off all further debate on the issue that has plagued the city 
since June. 

Thus the preliminary election will be held Nov. 6 and the 
final election on Dec. 4. 

“The judge, in essence, overruled a state statute that 
would have barred us from redistricting again until 1980,” 
said Ward 3 Councillor Theophilus McLelland III, whose 
political foothold in Ward 3 was wiped out under the Barila- 
ro plan. (Editor’s note: The Barilaro plan put Ward 3 Coun- 
cillor McLelland in Ward 2 and added portions of Ward 3 to 
Ward 4 Councillor Albert Barilaro’s constituency. McLel- 
land chose to run for Councillor at-Large and lost. Barilaro 
would lose his Ward 4 seat to newcomer James A. Sheets.)

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Movie Review: ‘Shang-Chi And 
The Legend Of The Ten Rings’

Last month, Disney CEO 
Bob Chapek controversially 
referred to “Shang-Chi and 
the Legend of the Ten Rings” 
as “an interesting experi- 
ment.” He was purportedly 
referring to the decision to 
release the film exclusively 
to theaters (as opposed to 
a simultaneous _ theatrical/ 
streaming release), but some 
took the comment as dismis- 
sively referring to releasing 
a film with a predominantly 
Asian cast. 

[ see it as an experiment 
on another front: trying to 
take advantage of the his- 
torically tricky Labor Day 
weekend. I don’t know if 
it’s because kids across the 
country are back to school 
or the transition out of sum- 
mer blockbuster season, but 
Labor Day weekend is tra- 
ditionally one of the worst 
box office weekends of the 
year — not the worst holiday 
weekend, the worst week- 
end, period. Fortunately, 
even if the film is an “ex- 
periment,’ the experiment 
has paid off on all fronts. 
The film opened to $71 
million, proving that the 
film could succeed without 
streaming, an Asian cast can 
carry a movie, and by nearly 
doubling the previous re- 
cord, blockbuster openings 
are possible on Labor Day 
weekend. It helps that film 
itself is an above-average 
MCU entry that deserves its 
success. 

Shang-Chi (Simu Liu) 
was raised by his father 
Wenwu (Tony Leung) to be 
an expert assassin. Wenwu 
himself was in possession 
of the powerful Ten Rings, 
which gave him malevo- 
lent superpowers, but gave 
them up to marry Li (Fala 
Chen), herself a martial 
arts master from the mysti- 
cal land of Ta Lo who had 
to give up her powers to 
marry Wenwu and start a 
family. Shang-Chi escaped 
from his father and fled to 
America, where he currently 
spends his days valet park- 
ing and hanging out with his 
friend Katy (Awkwafina). 
He gets a distress call from 
his estranged sister Xial- 
ing (Meng’er Zhang), so he 
and Katy travel to Macau to 
rescue her. It turns out Xial- 
ing is doing fine, running an 
underground fight club af- 
ter training herself to be an 
expert fighter and escaping 
from Wenwu herself. The 
whole thing turns out to be 
a setup by Wenwu to reunite 
with his children so they can 
travel to Ta Lo to rescue Li, 
whom the kids know to be 
dead. It’s up to Shang-Chi, 
Xialing, Katy, and a surprise 
returning character from 


another arm of the MCU to 
save Ta Lo from Wenwu, 
who will either recover his 
wife or use the Ten Rings 
to burn the village to the 
ground. 

This movie has some of 
the best action sequences 
I’ve seen from the MCU in 
a long time. The best is an 
early one on a bus (between 
this and “Nobody,” this has 
been a great year for bus- 
based fight sequences), and 
that’s followed by one on 
the side of a building that 
is basically constructed like 
a giant Plinko board. I also 
like a few fights set in Ta Lo, 
one where Wenwu battles 
Li, and one where Chang- 
Chi spars with his aunt Nan 
(Michelle Yeoh). Less en- 
thralling are fights toward 
the end where the Ten Rings 
are unleashed to throw 
people around, shoot pho- 
ny-looking lightning bolts, 
and fight CGI dragons. It’s 
the kind of overdone action 
that turns people off of the 
MCU. I will say that one el- 
ement | appreciate is that the 
characters don’t immediate- 


ly go into celebration mode 
after a final battle with many 
casualties. They recognize 
that the day is won, but they 
make it a priority to honor 
their fallen comrades. 

I'll admit I 
ried about the future of the 
MCU with the disappoint- 
ing “Black Widow,” but 
“Shang-Chi and the Legend 
of the Ten Rings” has it back 
on track. The action is pretty 
crisp, but more importantly, 
the characters are engag- 
ing and funny enough that ] 
want to see what adventures 
they ll have in installments 
to come. | hope this movie 
ultimately outdoes “Black 
Widow” at the box office so 
there can be no doubt that 
this experiment was a suc- 
cess. 

Grade: B 

“Shang-Chi and the Leg- 
end of the Ten Rings” is 
rated PG-13 for sequences 
of violence and action, and 
language. Its running time is 
132 minutes.

Stuffed Artichokes

Everyone once in a while I made my 
family a real treat by serving artichokes. 
A lot of people are afraid to cook them be- 
cause they seem to be complicated or diffi- 
cult. There are many ways to make stuffing 
for artichokes but this is one I use most of 
the time. 
Ingredients 
1 cup seasoned bread crumbs 
4 cup tomato sauce 
1 tablespoon of white wine 


% cup grated parmesan or Romano 
cheese 


Mix all ingredients until moist and well 
blended. 

Add a little water if dry -and more bread- 
crumb if too moist. 
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Par boil the artichokes, let cool until they 
can be handled to be stuffed. 

Cut bottom stem off so artichokes will 
sit properly in the baking dish. 

With a scissors trim the top of the leaves 
lightly. 

Spread artichoke leaves slightly and put 
stuffing in between each layer of leaves. 
Tighten enough so stuffing won’t fall out. 

Place them up straight in a deep pan and 
add 4 cup water and 2 tablespoons of olive 
oil and cover. 

Cook on low heat for 1 hour and baste 
with the liquid. 

You can also bake them in the oven. 

I sometimes add tomato sauce over each 
on before I cook them, but that is optional. 

Can be served with meat, fish or any 
delicacy.

Fall fertilization can help 
improve thin lawns. and 
those with numerous small 
dead patches the size of a 
baseball or smaller. Apply 
fertilizer in early September 
to help lawns recover from 
summer stress while encour- 
aging denser growth and 
deeper, more drought toler- 
ant roots. Those in warmer 
climates growing grasses 
like centipede, Bermuda 
and zoysia should make sure 
the last fall application is at 
least one month prior to the 
average first killing frost. 
Use a low nitrogen, slow- 
release fertilizer that won’t 
harm stressed lawns and 
young seedlings if repairing 
or oversteding the lawn. 

Continue to mow high as 
long as the. grass continues 
to grow. Taller grass pro- 
duces deeper, more drought 
tolerant roots: Mow often, 
removing ‘only a third of 
the total height.

You are correct, of course, that I did not include Cost of 
Living Adjustments (COLA) in my response to the ques- 
tion asked, and that was intentional. I seldom include future 
COLA in these calculations because doing so would mean 
introducing a speculative factor, and I don’t like uncertain- 
ties when it comes to claiming Social Security: It’s not that 
I can’t include COLA, but it’s usually easier for people to 
grasp the straight (guaranteed) mathematical computation 
without adding a variable factor which could result in an 
inaccurate future benefit projection. 

Historically, COLA increases have ranged from 0% to 
14% because COLA is tied to inflation -- a variable deter- 
mined by annual changes to the national Consumer Price 
Index (CPI). If you remember the very high inflation years 
of the late 70s and very early 80s, those are the years when 
the highest COLA increases were granted. More recently 
(but before 2021) inflation has been held to its lowest level 
in recent history and, accordingly, COLA increases have 
been quite small. No COLA increases at all were granted 
in 2009, 2010 and 2015, and thé increase in 2016 was a 
paltry 0.3%. The average COLA increase over the last 10 
years (2011 - 2020) was 1.7%, and the average over the last 
20 years has been 2.2%. I’ve done these computations both 
ways - including a 2% average COLA increase and not in- 
cluding any COLA increase - and the resulting breakeven

point for claiming at age 70 vs. full retirement age doesn’t 
significantly change. 

For clarity, most early projections now suggest that high 
inflation in 2021 will cause the 2022 COLA increase to 
exceed 6%, far above the average over the past 20 years, 
further emphasizing the speculative nature of predicting 
COLA. Although the actual future benefit predictions would 
be somewhat different with a‘ COLA projection added, those 
amounts would be conjecture (and “not guaranteed,” as you 
have said). Excluding COLA from such analyses, however, 
does provide guaranteed amounts and I prefer to use solid 
numbers rather than speculative ones. If it turns out that 
COLA improves their benefit amount and break-even age 
that will be icing on the cake, but they’ ve made their claim- 
ing decision based on solid information and guaranteed fu- 
ture benefit increases. 

Other feedback from that same article suggested I should 
have also evaluated an option to claim benefits early and 
invest them, rather than waiting longer to get a guaranteed 
higher Social Security benefit. Just like trying to predict 
COLA, predicting investment growth introduces a variable 
that I’m not comfortable using when advising about Social 
Security benefits. For that type of speculative advice, it 
would be prudent to seek counsel from a certified financial 
planner.

A Living. ‘Will For Your Dying Wish

Finally, you should be 
aware that preparing and 
presenting your living will/ 
advance directive is only 
part of the process of ensur- 
ing that your wishes are fol- 
lowed in an end of life situ- 
ation.

BBB Scam Alert: 
Scammers Impersonate 
Legitimate Lenders 
To Steal Thousands Of Dollars

BBB Scam Tracker is receiving reports of scammers 
masquerading as legitimate loan providers. The phony lend- 
ers guarantee a quick loan with no upfront fees. But victims 
who provide their banking information to the scammers are 
left in the negative. 

How the scam works: 

You receive an email advertising a guaranteed loan. The 
email displays a logo and contact information for what ap- 
pears to be a legitimate loan company. Before proceeding 
with the offer, you search for the company online to deter- 
mine if they can be trusted. You find that the name and con- 
tact information matches with a legitimate company, so you 
proceed with the loan. 

Once you agree to the loan, the “lender” takes your per- 
sonal banking information and deposits the loan into your 
account via a check. Then, they demand you buy insurance 
for the loan before the check officially clears. Unfortunate- 
ly, the loan check turns out to be fake, something victims 
often don’t realize until after they pay the “insurance.” 

One victim told BBB, “The money will be available the 
next day, but then it will be rejected by your bank three days 
later.” 

These scammers know that consumers are increasingly 
aware of phishing attempts, so they use the identity of a 
business that can easily be verified online. This allows them 
to gain target’s trust and get access to their bank account. 

How to avoid fake loan offers: 

* Avoid unsolicited loan offers. Scammers use offers of 
quick cash to lure you in—don’t fall for it. Whether they con- 
tact you by phone, email or text or send loan offers by mail, 
approach all unsolicited offers for money with caution. 

* Expect a credit check. These scams often prey on 
people who may not easily qualify for a loan. No legitimate 
lender will provide you with a loan without performing a 
credit check. 

* Ensure the business contact information matches 
the email sender information. Brand identifiers can eas- 
ily be copied and included in the body of an email, so the 
most important information for a consumer to verify is the 
email address of the sender. The domain for the email ad- 
dress typically matches the domain of the official website 
and should be free of random letters or numbers. 

* Research loan providers before accepting an offer. 
When doing business with an unfamiliar company, don’t 
just verify they’re legitimate by searching their name online 
because you could be missing surprising information. View 
ratings and reviews to seé what other people are saying, and

Excluding COLA from such analyses, however, 
does provide guaranteed amounts and I prefer to use solid 
numbers rather than speculative ones. If it turns out that 
COLA improves their benefit amount and break-even age 
that will be icing on the cake, but they’ ve made their claim- 
ing decision based on solid information and guaranteed fu- 
ture benefit increases. 

Other feedback from that same article suggested I should 
have also evaluated an option to claim benefits early and 
invest them, rather than waiting longer to get a guaranteed 
higher Social Security benefit. Just like trying to predict 
COLA, predicting investment growth introduces a variable 
that I’m not comfortable using when advising about Social 
Security benefits. For that type of speculative advice, it 
would be prudent to seek counsel from a certified financial 
planner.

A Living Will For Your Dying Wish

“You don’t have to be 
old and sickly to start think- 
ing about the benefits of 
making a living will, but it’s 
well worth giving it serious 
thought if you are a senior 
citizen,” says Rebecca We- 
ber, CEO of the Association 
of Mature American Citi- 
zens [AMAC]. 

Weber explains that a 
“last will” is a document 
that lets you decide how 
your possessions, property 
and money will be distribut- 
ed among family and friends 
when you die. A living will 
allows you to choose how 
you wish to be treated in 
the event that death is immi- 
nent and you are unable to 
communicate your wishes 
to your doctors and your 
family. “A living will does 
not go into effect if you are 
able to think and talk about 
the options you have, if you 
have been in an accident or 
are suffering from a danger- 
ous illness. It only takes ef- 
fect if you are incapacitated 
and cannot express your 
wishes.” 

You can find “do-it- 
yourself” living will tem- 
plates on the Internet and 
while they are relatively 
easy to complete, it’s impor- 
tant to bear in mind that dif- 
ferent states have different 
rules about preparing living 
wills and so you may want 
to consult an attorney. You 
may also want to discuss 
your decision to execute a 
living will with your fam- 
ny a Oe ee 


physician. After all, if you 
are incapacitated and can’t 
communicate your wishes to 
the attending medical team, 
you'll need someone to in- 
form them that you have a 
living will. And should you 
have religious doubts or 
concerns, talk it over with 
your minister, priest or rab- 
bi, says AMAC’s Weber. 
The American Bar Asso- 
ciation [ABA] suggests you 
may also want to consider 
providing a close relative 
with your health care direc- 
tive, specifically for medical 
decision making. The ABA 
also notes that: “The critical 
task in advance care plan- 
ning is to clarify your val- 
ues, goals, and wishes that 
you want others to follow 
if they must make decisions 
for you, rather than trying to 
address every possible med- 
ical treatment. Workbooks 


such as The Tool Kit for 
Health Care Advance Plan- 
ning can help you: www. 
ambar.org/agingtoolkit.” 

Attending doctors are 
required to adhere to your 
wishes when presented with 
a living will and/or a close 
relative or friend with your 
medical durable power of 
attorney. By following your 
instructions, they are pro- 
viding immunity for them- 
selves should an unexpected 
lawsuit arise. 

Finally, you should be 
aware that preparing and 
presenting your living will/ 
advance directive is only 
part of the process of ensur- 
ing that your wishes are fol- 
lowed in an end of life situ- 
ation. The Bar Association 
puts it this way: 

¢ First, make sure your 
doctor understands and sup- 
ports your wishes, and you 


understand your health state, 
likely futures, and options. 

¢ Second, there is no 
guarantee that your direc- 
tive will follow you in your 
medical record, especially 
if you are transferred from 
one facility to another. You 
or your proxy should always 
double-check to be sure 
your providers are aware 
of your directive and have 
a copy. 

¢ Advance planning is an 
ongoing, evolving process. 
Review your wishes when- 
ever any of the Five D’s 
occur: (1) you reach a new 
decade in age; (2) you expe- 
rience the death of a loved 
one; (3) you divorce; (4) 
you are given a diagnosis of 
a significant medical condi- 
tion; (5) you suffer a decline 
in your medical condition or 
functioning. 
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Trust where you shop. Know what you buy.

BBB Scam Alert: 
Scammers Impersonate 


Legitimate Lenders 
To Steal Thousands Of Dollars

BBB Scam Tracker is receiving reports of scammers 
masquerading as legitimate loan providers. The phony lend- 
ers guarantee a quick loan with no upfront fees. But victims 
who provide their banking information to the scammers are 
left in the negative. 

How the scam works: 

You receive an email advertising a guaranteed loan. The 
email displays a logo and contact information for what ap- 
pears to be a legitimate loan company. Before proceeding 
with the offer, you search for the company online to deter- 
mine if they can be trusted. You find that the name and con- 
tact information matches with a legitimate company, so you 
proceed with the loan. 

Once you agree to the loan, the “lender” takes your per- 
sonal banking information and deposits the loan into your 
account via a check. Then, they demand you buy insurance 
for the loan before the check officially clears. Unfortunate- 
ly, the loan check turns out to be fake, something victims 
often don’t realize until after they pay the “insurance.” 

One victim told BBB, “The money will be available the 
next day, but then it will be rejected by your bank three days 
later.” 

These scammers know that consumers are increasingly 
aware of phishing attempts, so they use the identity of a 
business that can easily be verified online. This allows them 
to gain target’s trust and get access to their bank account. 

How to avoid fake loan offers: 

* Avoid unsolicited loan offers. Scammers use offers of 
quick cash to lure you in—don’t fall for it. Whether they con- 
tact you by phone, email or text or send loan offers by mail, 
approach all unsolicited offers for money with caution. 

* Expect a credit check. These scams often prey on 
people who may not easily qualify for a loan. No legitimate 
lender will provide you with a loan without performing a 
credit check. ; 

* Ensure the business contact information matches 
the email sender information. Brand identifiers can eas- 
ily be copied and included in the body of an email, so the 
most important information for a consumer to verify is the 
email address of the sender. The domain for the email ad- 
dress typically matches the domain of the official website 
and should be free of random letters or numbers. 

* Research loan providers before accepting an offer. 
When doing business with an unfamiliar company, don’t 
just verify they’re legitimate by searching their name online 
because you could be missing surprising information. View 
ratings and reviews to see what other people are saying, and

FoxRock and Mayor 
Thomas Koch had nego- 
tiated a land disposition 
agreement, which the City 
Council approved in June 
2019, allowing the company 
to acquire that portion of the 
Ross Lot from the city and 
to redevelop it. That LDA 
also allowed the company 
to buy out the city’s right of 
reverter at 114 Whitwell St., 
formerly home to Quincy 
Medical Center, freeing it 
up for a residential rede- 
velopment. The developer 
agreed to pay the city $4.25 
million as part of the pact. 

The new office build- 
ing would be located at the 
south end of the parcel, abut- 
ting General Dunford Drive. 
The hotel and residential 
tower — which, at 20 stories, 
would be the tallest building 
in Quincy — would be lo- 
cated at the north end of the 
site, separated from Gran- 
ite Street by a new outdoor 
amenity area. The garage 
would be located in between 
those two buildings sitting 
behind the two-story com- 
mercial building on General 
McConville Way. The office 
building and 20-story tower 


would both have retail space 
on the ground floor as well. 

“The project aims to cre- 
ate a vibrant streetscape 
through programming ac- 
tive uses along the ground 
floor with both lobbies, 
retail spaces and a series 
of outdoor spaces of differ- 
ent scales and type,” Josh 
Kleinman, FoxRock’s direc- 
tor of design and construc- 
tion, told the board. 

“We’ve located loading 
docks and_ back-of-house 
facilities away from Mc- 
Conville Way to truly cre- 
ate a pedestrian-centric city 
block.” 

David Bois, principal at 
the design firm Arrowstreet, 
the master planner for the 
project, said the various 
uses included in the pro- 
posal would create an active 
site. 

“We're really looking 
to create an active, 18-hour 
environment with office, re- 
tail, hotel and residential,” 
he said. 


In February 2019, Koch 


announced that FoxRock 
had struck a deal with 
Brigham and Women’s Hos- 
pital and South Shore Health 
System, the parent organiza- 
tion of South Shore Hospi- 
tal, to lease space within the 
proposed office building. 
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At the Sept. 8 board 
meeting, Kleinman said the 
office building had been 
designed for medical uses. 
Ed Hodges, principal at the 
architectural firm Dimel- 
la Shaffer, said the office 
building would have a “ro- 
bust infrastructure to handle 
a variety of tenants that may 
come along.” 

The 20-story tower at the 
north end of the site would 
have 125 hotel rooms on 
the lower five floors and 
200 apartments on the up- 
per floors, with separate en- 
trances for the hotel and the 
residences. 

FoxRock’s initial plans 
for the Quincy Center site, 
as unveiled in 2019, includ- 
ed 110 units of workforce 
housing. Following _ the 
Sept. 8 meeting, a spokes- 
person for the company 
told The Sun “The project 
will have to go in front of 
the affordable housing trust 
which will determine the af- 
fordability requirements for 
the project.” 

The garage, which will 
be located between the two 
larger buildings, would 
have space for 490 vehicles. 
FoxRock plans to include 20 
charging stations for electric 
vehicles when the garage 
first opens, with capacity to 
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FoxRock Development Plan Includes 20-Story Tower 
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TWENTY-STORY building with a combined 325 hotel rooms and apartments is part of FoxRock 
Properties’ plan for the former Ross Lot in Quincy Center, along with a 150,000-square-foot of- 
fice building and a 490-car garage.

to be steady,’ O’Donnell 
said in his report. “There 
were 16,282 documents 
recorded at the Norfolk 
County Registry of Deeds 
which is a 1% increase over 
last year’s August document 
volume. There were 1,999 
deeds recorded out of this 
document volume, repre- 
senting a 7% increase over 
August of last year. 

“Average sale _ price, 
again including both resi- 
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dential and commercial 
sales, increased 3%. over 
2020 to $903,842.69.” 

Even though there was 
a considerable increase to 
the monies for mortgages 
the number of mortgages 
recorded decreased over the 
previous year’s numbers, 
O’Donnell noted. There 
were 3,665 mortgages re- 
corded during the month 
which is an 11% decrease 
over 2020. Total amount 
of money borrowed for 
mortgages county wide was 
well over 3 billon, a 62% in- 
crease compared to August 
2020. 

“While some of the mort- 
gages are due to purchases 
and sales of real estate, 
other mortgages are due to 
refinancing existing mort- 
gages,” O’Donnell said. 
“Individuals have different 
motivations to refinance.

Some refinance to reduce 
their monthly payments, 
others to take some years off 
their debt while still others 
are using the money to pay 
for home improvements and 
other capital expenditures.” 

He added: 

“There has been a strong 
demand for housing, single 
family housing particular, 
coupled with a limited sup- 
ply of available housing 
stock and historically low 
interest rates which could 
be motivating buyers to do 
what is necessary to secure 
housing. The growth in 
some real estate indicators 
seen in 2020 continues into 
2021.” - 

One continuing cause for 
concern, however in Nor- 
folk County, was foreclo- 
sures, O’Donnell said. A 
moratorium on foreclosures 
in place during the pan- 
demic in 2020 was lifted on 
Oct. 17, 2020. This morato- 
rium was in place due to the 
COVID-19 pandemic. The 


Norfolk County Registry 
of Deeds has been closely 
watching the foreclosure 
market. 

“During August of 2021 
there were six foreclosure 
deeds recorded as a result of 
foreclosure processes taking 
place in Norfolk County. 
Additionally, there were 
15 Notices to Foreclosure 
Mortgages, the first step 
in the foreclosure process, 
recorded here in Norfolk 
County,” O’Donnell said. 
“A foreclosure recording is 
very impactful on those be- 
ing foreclosed on. August of 
2020 there were no Notices 
to Foreclosure Mortgages 
and five foreclosure Deeds. 
These numbers remind us 
that some of our neighbors 
continue to face financial 
challenges. 

“We will continue to 
monitor these numbers,” 
O’Donnell said. 

Additionally, for the past 
several years, the Norfolk 
County Registry of Deeds

Homestead _ recordings 
by owners of homes and 
condominiums decreased 
this year at the Norfolk 
County Registry of Deeds 
in August. There was a 
2% decrease in homestead 
recordings in August 2021 
compared to August 2020. 

“A Homestead,” noted 
O’Donnell, “provides lim- 
ited protection against the 
forced sale of an individ- 
ual’s primary residence to 
satisfy unsecured debt up 
to $500,000. It is great to 
see folks protecting the big- 
gest asset most of us have, 
our homes. I would urge 
anyone who has not availed 
themselves of this important 
consumer protection tool to 


consider doing so. Please 
AA as peat ey a 


at www.norfolkdeeds.org 
to get more information on 
homestead protection.” 

O’Donnell concluded: 

“Available real estate 
inventory continues to be a 
constant source of concern 
in Norfolk County. It’s es- 
pecially been a problem 
for first-time homebuy- 
ers attempting to crack the 
market. However, there is 
a silver lining in the August 
real estate statistics and that 
is based on the optimistic 
lending numbers that we’ve 
seen. 

“These figures are very 
encouraging and tell us 
competitive interest rates 
and a robust eastern Mas- 
sachusetts economy are 
having a positive effect on 
the Norfolk County region. 
The Registry of Deeds was 
operational every work day 
during the pandemic. The 
Registry of Deeds contin- 
ues to be open to the public 
for business, however that 
is being evaluated as the 
COVID-19 developments 
unfold. 

“The drop-off box locat- 
ed outside the main entrance 
of the Registry Building for 
the time being will continue 
to be available for use by 
those members of the public 
who may not be comfort- 
able in entering the Registry 
of Deeds Building. Land 
documents are being record- 
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“Throughout the years, 
McConville Way as well as 
this area have been redevel- 
oped and the city has spent 
a good amount of time and 
energy into improving the 
utilities within McConville 
Way,” Skulte said. 

“As a rule of thumb, we 
are tying into all of the util- 
ity services and the design 
elements that have been in- 
stalled essentially to facili- 
tate redevelopment in this 
parcel as well as others in 
the area.” 

Members of the public 
were invited to comment on 
the project during the Sept. 
8 meeting. 

Greg Baryza, a resident 
of the nearby Cliveden 
Place development, said he 
was in favor of the proposal. 

“T am not speaking to ob- 
ject to any of this stuff — asa 
matter of fact, I am in favor 
of it,” he said. “My wife and 
I sold our house in the sub- 
urbs of Boston. We decided 
to live in a downtown area, 
we wanted to live close to 
public transportation, and 
we didn’t mind being part of 
a development district.” 

In a letter to the board, 
which was read into the 
record during the meet- 
ing, Baryza raised concerns 
about the impact construc- 
tion nearby would have on 
his building. He said his 
building “experienced regu- 
lar and significant shaking” 
when the buildings formerly 
on the Parkingway were 
demolished and new infra- 
structure was installed in the 
area.

furniture that had moved as 
a result of the shaking, mov- 
ies of water sloshing back 
and forth in bottles, and pot- 
ted plants quivering from 
the vibrations. My wife’s 
antique glass collection was 
put at risk because pieces 
were sliding to the edge 
of shelves in their display 
case,” Baryza said. “This 
occurred periodically, often 
multiple times per day, mul- 
tiple days per week, over the 
past two years.” 

Matt Warner, a Bigelow 
Street resident, said that 
“development is a thing that 


is going to happen — it’s not 
a bad thing,” but added he 
was “a little bit surprised and 
disappointed” that FoxRock 
was proposing to construct 
a 20-story building on site 


rather than a 15-story one. 


Warner also questioned 
how people would be able 
to access the medical of- 
fice building if they had to 
park in the 300 spaces the 
city would be providing on 
the opposite side of General 
Dunford Drive. 

Ward 5 Councillor 
Charles Phelan Jr., in whose 


district the site is located, 
said the Planning Board 
should take steps to protect 
nearby residents from con- 
struction impacts as part of 
the permitting process. 

“Whether it is noise miti- 
gation, vibration mitigation, 
I’m not sure how you do 
that, but I think we have to 
take a look at that,” Phelan 
said. 

“The residents, they are 
living there, they are going 
to be living there through 
this and this is a lot to go 
through. What I think is go- 


ing to happen afterwards 
is they are going to have 
a beautiful backyard, but 
for now, the next couple of 
years when they are doing 
the development, we have 
to take them into consider- 
ation.” 

Following the public 
comments, board chairper- 
son Richard Meade said he 
and his fellow board mem- 
bers would need time to 
consider the application. 

“I think we need some 
additional time obviously to 
get through the information

to digest it. What I would 
suggest is that the board 
put this on its agenda for 
November — not October,” 
Meade said.“I’m not sug- 
gesting we’re going to be 
in a position to vote it up or 
down in November, but... 
we will have an opportunity 
to discuss it further and di- 
gest it a little more.” 

David Mahoney, the 
attomey representing 
FoxRock at the hearing, said 
he agreed with the decision 
to schedule the matter for 
the November meeting.

I drive a 2011 Chevrolet Impala and have the oil 
changed whenever a notice appears on the dashboard to 
change it. This happens between 3,800 and 3,900 miles. 
The oil was changed on 4/15/20. Since then, I have driv- 
en 3,600 miles. Now it is almost 18 months and there is 
no notice that oil needs changing. Is this normal? I am 
a senior citizen, and I am concerned. I drive less than 
5,000 miles a year. 

Oil changes are still important and depending on the ve- 
hicle and how it is driven oil can be changed in as little 
as 3,500 miles or three months to 10,000 or one year. The 
maintenance reminders are great, but it still is important to 
change engine oil. Personally, I would not go longer than 
one year in between oil changes with any vehicle. 

I had a power steering line leak on my Volkswagen 
and replaced the line and added fluid. The car seems 
fine, but the power steering is a little noisy. When I re- 
placed the fluid I used power steering fluid, not the very 
expensive Volkswagen power steering fluid. Was that a 
mistake? 

Volkswagen, like many manufacturers, require special- 
ized fluid. Depending on the year of your Volkswagen the 
fluid was either a synthetic blend or fully synthetic. Conven- 
tional fluid may work, but the viscosity is different, which 
may be causing the power steering noise and could also 
cause stiffer steering in cold weather. I would drain the fluid 
and add the correct Volkswagen specific fluid. 

Is there an easy way to determine gear ratios for dif- 
ferentials. I’m looking for a very specific ratio differen- 

tial for my car and when I go shopping at junk yards, 
they all look the same. My car has a tag on the differen- 
tial, but when I go looking most are missing. I am look- 
ing for a 3.50 ratio posi-traction rear end. 

I don’t know how easy this will be in a salvage yard, but 
it is certainly possible if you are careful. Mark the driveshaft 
or yoke on the differential with chalk and mark a tire with 
chalk. As you turn the tire count the driveshaft revolutions. 
If in one rotation of the tire the driveshaft turns three and a 
half turns, you have found your 3.50 ratio differential. 

I have an older Honda Scooter that I rode all summer 
to my job and it suddenly stopped running. After push- 
ing it home, it did fire up for a second or two and then 
wouldn’t start. Any ideas? 

These scooters are pretty simple and like all engines re- 
quire, fuel, ignition, compression and proper timing. Start 
with: is there spark, remove the spark plug and hold it up 
against the engine and crank over the engine, if there is 
spark at the electrode you have ruled out an ignition prob- 
lem. Next is fuel, check the carburetor drain. If you open 
the drain and no fuel comes out, you have found the issue. 
These small scooters don’t use a traditional fuel filter. There 
is a small screen at the bottom of the fuel tank. Drain and 
remove the tank and clean the vacuum petcock assembly. 
If the tank is rusted, you could have it cleaned or for a few 
hundred dollars replace the entire tank and fuel petcock. 

I have a 15-year-old Jeep Cherokee and more often 
than not the heater fan doesn’t work. Sometimes if I hit 
a bump, it will come on. Any thoughts? 

Over age these fans can bind up; this can be from bearing 
failure and debris such as leaves and twigs that make their 
way to the heater box. I have seen several of these fans that 
when removed the wires are melted due to over-heating. In- 
spect the fan and wiring. If there are any signs of overheat- 
ing, replace the fan. 

I heard you on your radio program (I listen on the 
podcast) talking with Biff your producer and he asked if 
you would ever buy a very expensive car (over $200,000) 
and you said no. Your reason was even if you could af- 
ford it, that type of expense wouldn’t match your New 
England sensibilities. You mentioned you drive a Hyun- 
dai. Putting your sensibilities aside, what very expensive 
cars have you driven that are amazing?

Thanks for listening to the radio program. The Rolls 
Royce Ghost (starting price $325,000) is about as good as it 
gets: soft controlled ride, stunning performance and a beau- 
tiful interior with matching wood and leather throughout. 
For sports cars the McLaren GT (base price $225,000) was 
blazingly fast but had a slightly more comfortable ride than 
other supercars I have driven. Not quite as expensive as but 
the Mercedes Benz GLE AMG coupe is pretty amazing with 
its handcrafted 600 horsepower engine and stunning interior 
and a bargain starting price of $115,000. 

I have a 2002 Toyota Camry with 307,000 miles on it. 
I have never changed the transmission fluid. I checked 
the fluid yesterday and it was still full, but the color has 
changed from a strong red color to a more red/brown 
color. Should I do anything at this time with the fluid? 
The car is running okay at this time. 

Changing transmission fluid on a high mileage car can be 
risky. Sometimes what happens is when you change or flush 
transmission fluid the varnish and other debris will wash 
away and cause additional problems as this varnish gets into 
the transmission valve body. New transmission fluid is not 
a cure-for transmission problems such as slipping and flar- 
ing between shifts. I would only change the fluid in your 
20-year-old Camry if the transmission is performing prop- 
erly. 

Over the past few days when I turn the air conditioner 
on in my car, I see a mist or fog coming out of the vents. 
Is this the Freon leaking out and what should I do? 

In some cases, this can be from an air conditioner sys- 
tem that is slightly undercharged with refrigerant. Although, 
more than likely what you are seeing is a result of high hu- 
midity, coming in contact with the cold dry air. This can be 
more likely if the air conditioner is set in recirculate rather 
than fresh air. Also, if the air conditioner evaporator drain 
is clogged, this extra water will cause fog. According to 
weather science, if the air temperature is near the dew point 
air will condense and cause fog. 

We purchased a new 2020 Kia Sportage in Decem- 
ber of 2019. It did not have the usual new car smell, but 
instead a very strong offensive rubber, industrial smell. 
We were assured by dealer that this would go away, usu- 
ally in few months. It has subsided some, but after 10 
months, the car just is a “sick”, unhealthy smelling ve- 
hicle and nothing has fixed this. Have tried everything 
and just had cabin filter replaced with no effect. Dealer 
recognizes smell and tells us we need to contact KIA 
ourselves. Doing research, we found that in 2012, Kia 
Sportage was one of 10 worst for VOC’s, but can find 
no further information. Can you shed light on this as it 
makes us feel ill every time get into car? 

Years ago, Kia and as well as Hyundai vehicles had some 
odd smells that were certainly different than typical new car 
smell. I haven’t noticed that odd smell in many years. In 
my own car — a Hyundai Santa-Fe — it had a very strong 
smell, and it was the dealer/port installed cargo tray. Once I 
removed the tray, cleaned it and let is sit in the sun for a few 
days the smell disappeared. To minimize the smell always 
keep the air setting on the fresh air side rather than recircu- 
lating the cabin air. At this point 11 months later, any smell 
should have dissipated. Certainly, calling Kia customer ser- 
vice is a good start. Readers: have you had a similar experi- 
ence with odd new car smells? I would like to know. Email

I have a 2010 Escalade Hybrid with a 6.0-liter engine. 
The motor has a loud tapping sound from the top end 
of the motor. Do you know of a shop that can repair this 
problem? 

The engine in this vehicle uses cylinder deactivation to 
save fuel. The engine itself has a history of faulty valve 
lifter which produce a distinctive ticking noise. At 11 going 
on 12 years old that is at least one of the possibilities that 
could cause a noise like what you are experiencing. Regard-

ing getting the car looked at and repaired, any competent 
repair shop should be able to at least give you an idea of 
what could be wrong.

I own a 2005 Toyota Corolla that I inherited, and it is 
the most boring but also the best car I ever owned. The 
rear brakes are drum brakes and I have to periodically 
have rust blown out of the rear brakes as they make a 
distinct noise when I slow down and stop. Since the brake 
drums are very rusty, I was wondering if I could replace 
the rear brake drums without replacing the brake shoes 
as the shoes are fairly new. Also, the headlights on the 
car are not as bright as I would like. I have replaced 
the halogen bulbs with original equipment bulbs and 
cleaned some of the haze off of the headlight assembly 
with little improvement. I was wondering if there is an 
aftermarket bulb that you could recommend that would 
improve the efficiency of the headlights. 

I prefer to match new drums with new brake shoes. Us- 
ing new brake drums and old brake shoes or vice versa old 
brake drums with new brake shoes can cause brake squeal. 
One option is having the current brake drums resurfaced 
to clean up any accumulating rust. Regarding headlight 
bulbs, some people have added LED replacement bulbs as 
a bright whiter alternative. The issue is that these bulbs are 
not Department of Transportation compliant. You could add 
a brighter DOT compliant bulb (Sylvania Silver Star Plus 
is one). These brighter bulbs add light but are designed not 
to offend oncoming drivers. The one downside, similar to 
high performance tires is a shorter lifespan. Where a typical 
headlight bulb might have a usual life of four to five years, 
performance bulbs might only last two years. For some driv- 
ers the trade-off is worth it. You might also consider replac- 
ing the entire headlight assembly with a quality aftermarket 
product. The lenses will be crystal clear and provide better 
light than the reconditioned lenses. 

I have two general questions for you. The first is can 
E3 brand spark plugs be used with an aftermarket elec- 
tronic MSD ignition system? The second question: is a 
power steering oil cooler beneficial for an older car? 

Holley (parent company of MSD Ignitions) recommends 
using-regular spark plugs with their MSD ignition rather 
than specialty hotter plugs. Based on what I have seen this 
means stay away from platinum and multi electrode spark 
plugs like E3. I would use traditional copper plugs and may- 
be gap them a little fat and after running them for a while 
check the plug condition. Some people will run a slightly 
cooler plug to somewhat offset the hotter spark. Regarding 
adding an aftermarket power steering oil cooler: unless you 
are auto crossing a car and really exercising the power steer- 
ing system, I don’t see the need. 

I took my new to me 1958 Buick to a car show re- 
cently and it generally runs quite well. The guys in the 
local car club that ran the show suggested that I should 
switch the ignition system to an electronic style and the 
generator to an alternator. What is your take on this? 

With a solid-state ignition system, you never have to 
worry about points wearing of burning out and the igni- 
tion spark is generally stronger and provides quicker starts. 
The problem with generators is they don’t do a good job at 
charging the battery at an idle. Replacing the generator with 
a simple to install General Motors alternator with a built-in 
voltage regulator would solve any possible charging prob- 
lems. That being said cars performed just fine for nearly a 
century with this old technology and if is working well you 
could certainly keep using it. 

My 2011 Mercedes Benz GLK 350 needs a power 
steering hose replaced. The repair looks easy enough, but 
my question is about power steering fluid. The owner’s

cession led by a color guard 
from the 54th Volunteer 
Regiment of the Massachu- 
setts Army National Guard 
and a flyover by a pair of 
F-15 fighter jets flown by 
the Massachusetts Air Na- 
tional Guard.

Busts dedicated 
in honor of Major General 
Francis McGinn of the Mas- 
sachusetts National Guard; 
Ronald Rand, a retired Air 
Force brigadier general; the 
late Stephen Keefe, a major 
general in the Air Force Re- 
serve; and the late Charles 
Sweeney, a major general in 
the Air Force. 

All five living generals 


were 


spoke during the dedication 
ceremony, along with guests 
who spoke on behalf of the 
two late generals. 

“T think the generals hon- 
ored here today are simply 
links in a long chain of men 
and women from Quincy 
who have sought to make 
a difference by living a life 
characterized by service,” 
said Dunford, who served 
as the chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs from 2015 to 2019. 

“If you look at it that 
way, the bridge and the park 
are less about recognizing 
any of us as individuals and 
more about highlighting the 
values and the traditions that 
are most important to Quin- 
cy, Massachusetts. 

“What we are honor- 
ing today are the Quincy 
traditions that we are most 
proud of: hard work, char- 
acter, honor, commitment 
and respect for our neigh- 
bors. What we are honoring 
today is the idea of service, 
the calling, as many have 


said, to be part of something 
greater than yourself.” 

McConville, who has 
served as chief of staff of the 
Army since 2019, said he is 
often asked about his home- 
town while he is traveling. 

“I often get asked about 
the great people from Quin- 
cy that are serving in our 
military. They ask, ‘what is 
in the water up there — what 
is it about Quincy that cre- 
ates all these great leaders 
and military servicemen?’” 
McConville said. 

“T tell them it is not what 
is in the water, it’s what is in 
the people, because people 
from Quincy are honorable. 
They are resilient. They are 
hard-working patriots who 
are willing to serve their 
country in a time of war 
knowing they are putting 
themselves in harm’s way so 
others may enjoy freedom 
and prosperity. 

“Again, I want to thank 
all those veterans who 
raised their right hand and 
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said, “send me,’ and I also 
want to thank their family 
members.” 

US Rep. Stephen Lynch 
called the generals the city 
recognized on Saturday 
guardians of freedom, jus- 
tice and equality. 

“Today we honor more 
than the achievement of 
men to the rank of general. 
Instead, and more than that, 
we also honor the example 
provided by their parents 
and their families and in 
some cases generations, 
along with the people of this 
city, that led to a lifetime of 
discipline, commitment and 
patriotism that lifted these 
men to positions of sacred 
trust,” Lynch said. 

“The men we honor to- 
day are not only the pride 
of Quincy, Massachusetts 
— they are the pride of our 
nation, and they have served 
of guardians of the very ide- 
als of freedom and justice 
and equality that have been 
at the vanguard of what it 
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truly means to be an Ameri- 
can. As someone who never 
served in the military, who 
never shared that high hon- 
or, I would like to thank all 
of those who have, our vet- 
erans, and all of those who 
do, our active military.” 

In his remarks near the 
start of the ceremony, May- 
or Thomas Koch called for a 
moment of silence in obser- 
vance of the 20th anniver- 
sary of terrorist attacks of 
Sept. 11, 2001. 

“As we join together on 
this historic occasion, let us 
not forget our country’s his- 
tory,” Koch said. “Twenty 
years ago today on Sept. 
11, 2001, we tragically lost 
nearly 3,000 lives.” 

The mayor recognized 
two former Quincy 
dents killed that day. 

Kevin P. Connors, age 
55, a graduate of the US 
Naval Academy and senior 
vice president for Euro Bro- 
kers, was working on the

Koch also called for a 
moment of silence in memo- 
ry of US Marine Corps Sgt. 
Johanny Rosario Pichardo 
and the 12 other Ameri- 
can servicernembers killed 
during an Aug. 26 suicide 
bombing at Hamid Karzai 
International Airport in Ka- 
bul, Afghanistan. 

The costs for Saturday’s 
ceremony and a reception 
held the evening before 
were paid for by private do- 
nors, Koch said. The may- 
or said those donors also 
helped raise $1.2 million for 
the Semper Fi & America’s 
Fund, which supports the 
military’s wounded, ill and 
injured men and women.

Thom- 
as Murray’s extra point kick 
was good, putting the team 
up 7-0 with 11:05 left in the 
first. This came after Hunt- 
er Maclsaac (4 carries, 20 
yards) returned the opening 
kickoff to the 35-yard line 
and had a two-yard run on 

. first down.

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Somerville responded 
with miscues, and the Raid- 
ers took advantage. 

Grant Murphy and Jor- 
dan Mahoney _ tackled 
Somerville at the 19-yard 
line on the ensuing kickoff, 
giving the team tough field 
position to start the game. 
Defensive lineman Brandon 
Baker spoiled the drive on 
the first play of the game. 
He didn’t fall for Somer- 
ville’s read-option, instead 
tackling the quarterback for 
a six-yard loss. Somerville 
kept the ball on the ground 
over the next two plays, but 
couldn’t gain the 16 yards 
necessary for a first down. 
Instead, the team punted, but 
the punt went off the side of 
the punter’s foot. This gave 
the Raiders the ball at their 
own 35-yard line to start the 
drive. 

Maclsaac and Craig once 
again had no issue carrying 
the ball. Maclsaac got the 
first two carries, a six- and 
10-yard gain respectively. 
Then, Craig ran a 13-yard 
counter to put the team in 
the goal zone, An encroach- 
ment penalty against Somer- 
ville then moved the Raiders 
half the distance to’the goal.

The first challenge of 
the season was no problem 
for the North Quincy High 
girls’ volleyball team.

“They did a good job of 
keeping up the energy level 
and that’s something we’ve 
been talking about,” she 
added. “To see them putting

And so, the six-foot 
200-pound power back with 
breakaway speed stepped 
onto the football field. Now 
able to shake the ground 
with a 310-pound squat, 
Walker has the ability to not 
only run past defenders, but 
through them. 

Which is how he scored 
Quincy’s first touchdown 
of the season as he broke 
through tackles at the line 
before leaving everyone 
else in his wake. After slam- 
ming a touchdown right 
back at Archie’s following 
their opening score, Bishops 
QB Leclair returned the fa- 
vor with a four-yard pass to 
Kowalski again in the end- 
zone. But as the temperature 
dropped, Walker just kept 
heating up. 

Two minutes and forty- 
five seconds after Archie’s 
made it 13-7, the bruis- 
ing running back took it 
22-yards down the middle 
of the field to tie the game 
up. But just before halftime, 
Bishop running back Mar- 
cus Thurston ran the ball in 


for a five-yard touchdown to 
stretch their lead to 20-13. 
Once they returned from the 
locker rooms, Quincy’s de- 
fense stepped up. 

With 6:27 to go in the 
third quarter, the Presidents 
blew up Archie’s offense 
for a fumble that defensive 
end Nick Blasi took across 
the endzone to make it a one 
score game. 

“They had all the mo- 
mentum,” Carey said. “We 
needed a play. That fumble 
was a turning point. Nick 
worked hard in the off- 
season and deserved all of 
that.” 

The result was electric 
as Quincy would force an- 
other fumble that led to a 
Gabe Rodriguez two-yard 
rush into the endzone before 
they picked off Leclair and 
set up Walker for a 22-yard 
touchdown rush that put his 
team up 32-20 in the blink 
of an eye.

Before he could shoot for 
300 rushing yards, the star 
back was taken out of the 
game as his team powered 
their way to a 39-34 win fol- 
lowing another Rodriguez 
touchdown. Having gone 
1-4 during the Fall II season 
and six years without a re- 
cord above .500, the Presi- 
dents’ opening win is an im- 
portant one. 

And it was one that ev- 
eryone played a part in, es- 
pecially all-star senior run- 
ning back Jarod Walker. 

“T’m just mad I went 

ut,” Walker said with a 
laugh. “I feel like I was 
on my way to 300. But it 
wasn’t just me, the linemen 
were always down the field 
with me. Every yard that I 
went.” 

“We’ve got a lot of 
work to do on defense, but 
we made some big plays,” 
Carey said. “I was nervous 
those first few possessions, 
but they came through.

It 
was the start of a 7-0 run 
that gave the Raiders a 17-4 
lead.

The early going of the 
third set was the most com- 
petitive of the match, but the 
Raiders once again pulled 
away.

capped off the drive with a 
quarterback sneak up the 
middle to get the touch- 
down.

Things didn’t get any 
better for Somerville on its 
next drive. 

Samee Akhouzie came 
up with a sack for a 10-yard 
loss, and the team’s run on 
second down was held to no 
gain on the final play of the 
first quarter. Somerville’s 
quarterback lofted the ball 
up on third-and-long on the 
first play of the second quar- 
ter.

fumbled on the first play of 
its drive on a strip caused 
by Jordan Mahoney.

Somerville commit- 
ted a 15-yard penalty on 
the second run, giving the 
Raiders even better field 
position. Baker finished the 
drive with a quarterback 
sneak from one-yard out 
early in the fourth quarter.

Somerville 
scored on North Quincy’s 
backups using a 33-yard jet 
sweep. Dan Hudach blocked 
the extra point kick for the 
Raiders. When North Quin- 
cy got the ball back, Baker 
kneeled it down to end the 
game.

manual states the Dexron III is acceptable fluid to use. 
My question is can I use Dexron IV, V or VI? My other 
question is how long do sealed containers of oil last? 

When I looked up the specification for power steering 
fluid in the databases that I use I did get conflicting informa- 
tion. One database stated use only Mercedes Benz fluid and 
didn’t show an equivalent. When I looked it up another it 
agreed with the Mercedes owner’s manual and it did state 
that Dexron III was compatible. According to AC Delco 
who markets Dexron fluids they state that Dexron V1 are 
backwards compatible with previous DEXRON automatic 
transmission fluids and can be used as a replacement for 
older vehicles. Regarding shelf life of oil, the last time I had 
someone from an oil company on my radio program I asked 
that question and he said five years is the number they use. I 
don’t believe the oil goes bad (although the additives could 
settle out) it is more of a case of newer vehicles need newer 
formulated products. 

I’m 25 years old and I have a chance for a new job 
in Park City, Utah and unfortunately, they do not of- 
fer work from home. They do offer remote access but 
to work for this company you do need to live within a 
reasonable commuting distance. The job looks bétter 
than great, with terrific pay and benefits but will require 
this very long road trip. Here is the issue: my car is a 
10-year-old Honda Accord. Can I take this car safely 
cross country? 

The three most common reasons people call AAA are 
keys locked in the car, dead batteries and flat tires. If I was 
to do this trip, I would bring the car to a good garage for an 
overall checkup focusing on parts that age. This would be 
drive belts, cooling system, tires, and the electrical system. 
If your Accord has a six-cylinder and the timing belt was 
not replaced, do it before the trip. The four-cylinder engine 
uses a timing chain and requires no maintenance. I would 
also look at brakes, steering and suspension components 
and fuel and brake lines. Also carry an emergency kit of 
premixed coolant, extra oil and transmission fluid, first aid 
kit, portable air compressor and jump-pack. If everything is 
repaired or looks okay the trip certainly is possible. The job 
sounds like a great opportunity and best of luck. 

I have a GMC 2500HD pickup that is used for work

(I’m a carpenter) and towing my 24-foot boat on week- 
ends. The door sticker states the front tires should be at 
65 PSI and the rear tires should be inflated to 75 PSI. 
I just had an oil change and tire rotation at my dealer, 
at about 11,000 miles. I checked my tires, and they are 
all at around 65 PSI. Should I set the tires at different 
levels? 

I believe in setting vehicle tires at the pressure recom- 
mended by the vehicle manufacturer. The only time I would 
vary the pressure is when you are towing your boat or if you 
were Carrying a heavy load for a long distance. 

Recently, while driving out on the highway the wind- 
shield just cracked. I didn’t see anything hit the window, 
but the crack ran across the entire windshield. The car is 
a 2016 Honda Pilot and I have only owned it for a couple 
of years, so I don’t know if the windshield was original 
or not. When I had the windshield replaced the glass guy 
said this is fairly common with these cars, If it is why? 

Glass can shatter from stress (the body flexes), poor in- 
stallation, defective product and, of course, impact. Glass 
also has a memory, and an almost undetectable chip can turn 
into a crack due to heat and stress. A quick search of online 
forums shows the incident of cracked windshields in the 
2016 Honda Pilot to be common. 

I have a 2019 Toyota Corolla and the air condition- 
er is stinky, not that it doesn’t work, it cools fine it just 
smells. The dealer told me it is normal and there isn’t 
anything they can do about it. | purchased the car when 
it was about 18 months old. 1 wonder if this is why they 
traded the car in? 

Start with making sure the air-conditioner evaporator 
drain is clear (you should see water drip under the car when 
the A/C has been running for a while). When using the air 
conditioner, always try to use the fresh air or outside air 
setting. This will help in reducing odors stuck in the car 
and also will help eliminate excessive moisture which can 
lead to mold and mildew in the ducts and air-conditioner 
evaporator. In some cases, the evaporator and cooling ducts 
need to be cleaned. Toyota also has a charcoal impregnated 
filter which helps reduce odors. If you can get in the habit 
a couple of minutes before the end of your drive shut off 
the A/C but leave the fan on — this will help dry out the air- 
conditioning/heater ducts,

Original Egg Chair — At 
least five famous midcentury 
modern designers made chairs 
that looked like large hard- 
boiled eggs with a cutout for 
seating space: Arne Jacobsen 
(1902-1971), Milo Baughman 
(1923-2003), Peter Ghyczy 
(1940-) and Charles Eames 
(1907-1978) are four of them. 
But the fifth and most famous 
was the Ovalia egg chair made 
in 1968 by Danish designer 
Henrik Thor-Larsen (1932-). 
The chair was made with a 
round aluminum base and 
velvet upholstery on a white 
fiberglass frame. It was made 
to swivel. Some of the chairs 
were made with stereo speak- 
ers built into the backs. Hun- 
dreds of other chairs seemed 
inspired by Ovalia. There are 
womb chairs, rocking ‘egg 
chairs, fried egg chairs, wick- 
er egg chairs, swing egg chairs 
and more, all with the rounded 
egg shape. There are also hun- 
dreds of copies selling at low 
prices. The original Egg chair, 
sold by New Orleans Action 
Galleries, brought a bid of 
$1,000, the estimated price, in 
a recent auction.

Brewer’s yeast is a mainstay 
for owners trying to find a 
natural flea control treatment, 
and others swear that its blend 
of B vitamins makes their pets 
healthier. 
It has been found that brew- 
er’s yeast created for humans 
often contains ingredients 
like garlic and onions that 
are downright toxic to pets. 
Owners should purchase only 
brewer’s yeast formulated 
for dogs or cats, as PetMD 
notes (www.petmd.com/dog/ 
nutrition/brewers-yeast-dogs- 


understanding-benefits-and- 
risks). 

Here are some other tips for 
picking the right brewer’s 
yeast: 

— Give only the amount rec- 
ommended for your pet’s size. 
— Brewer’s yeast that has 
been “de-bittered” lacks chro- 
mium, a mineral that helps 
regulate blood sugar in hu- 
mans but hasn’t been studied 
in dogs. 

— Read the label carefully: 
Some brewer’s yeast for pets 
contains garlic, which can be 
toxic, especially for smaller 
pets. 

— Consider a brewer’s yeast 
that includes omega-3 oils for 
added benefits. 

— This supplement can add 
up to 80,calories to your pet’s 
meal. It can also cause excess 
gas. 

Some pets really are allergic 
to the yeast itself, though. 
Avoid giving brewer's yeast 
to dogs with known yeast al- 
lergy, who have digestive 
illnesses like colitis, or who 
are immunocompromised. 
Always monitor your pet for

Everyone is occasionally guilty of 
becoming enamored of a particular 
hand and overestimating its value. 
All players should, of course, strive to 
keep such excesses to a minimum, as 
steady overbidding is a serious fault 
in anyone’s game. The best policy 
in bridge is to try to bid your hands 
as accurately as possible — neither 
overbidding nor underbidding them 


— but this is not always easy to do. 

Consider this deal from the Ita- 
ly-U.S. match in 1951. Howard 
Schenken was South for the Ameri- 
can team and, at favorable vulnerabil- 
ity, decided to open one club. 

He found his partner with a huge 
hand, and North never did stop bidding 
until a small slam was reached: Schen- 
ken did everything he could to slow 
his partner down, but North had the bit 
firmly in his teeth and refused to let go. 

The Americans were exceptional- 
ly lucky on the deal because, as the 
cards were divided, the slam could 
not be stopped. West led a diamond. 
Schenken won the trick with dum- 
my’s queen, finessed the jack of 
clubs, led a heart to the queen and 
cashed the A-K of trump. When he 
next led another heart, West took the 
ace, and that was that. Declarer had 
12 ice-cold tricks. 

Schenken would have gone down 
had West held the queen of clubs or 
had East held the Q-10-x-x of trump, 
or had East held the ace of hearts, or 
if West had led a spade initially and 
East had the king. 

North was extremely pleased by 
the favorable outcome, which was 
attributable for the most part to his 
optimistic series of bids, But he knew 
he had dodged a bullet, and no doubt 
vowed not to press his luck quite as 
much in the future.

DEAR -DR. ROACH: I am 
an 83-year-old. female with 
bladder problems. I get up two 
or three times a night and usu- 
ally make it to the bathroom. 
I thought it would be good to 
see a doctor in case the prob- 
lem got worse. An operation 
was mentioned, which I am 
not interested in, so they gave 
me a pessary, which has been 
good and bad. 

It is comfortable and I 
don’t have to use the bath- 
room as often, but now I don’t 
get bathroom warnings and 
don’t always make it to the 
bathroom. I also leak urine 
with coughs and sneezes, 
which didn’t happen before. 
Now the doctor wants me to 
use Imvexxy inserts. After 
reading the side effects, I’m 
not sure that’s a good thing to 
do. What are your thoughts: 
Is the Imvexxy necessary? The 
side effects really scare me. -- 
Anon. 

ANSWER: You have symp- 
toms of both urge incontinence 
(the sensation of needing to get 
to the bathroom right away to 
avoid. an accident) and stress 
incontinence (losing urine with 
abdominal pressure, such as 
cough or sneeze). It is possible 
that you have two separate prob-. 
lems. However, loss of estrogen 
can cause the lining of the vagina 
and vulva to thin. This includes 
the urethra, which provides con- 
scious control over urinary flow. 
It needs estrogen to close opti- 
mally, and older women often 
have stress or urge incontinence 
(or both, which is called mixed) 
due to lack of estrogen. 

Imvexxy (estradiol) is a 
low-dose estrogen preparation 
inserted in the vagina, usually 
daily for two weeks then twice 
weekly thereafter. It is a very 
reasonable choice for women

exam. The low dose makes side 
effects uncommon (in the initial 
trial of 764 women, there were 
no adverse effects that hap- 
pened in women using estradiol 
at greater frequency than in the 
placebo group).

ANSWER: Most subarach- 
noid hemorrhages, a life-threat- 
ening bleed into the head from a 
ruptured aneurysm, are sponta- 
neous events unrelated to genet- 
ics. However, they sometimes 
come related to a genetic con- 
dition, such as Ehlers-Danlos 
syndrome atid polycystic kidney 
disease. Even when they are not 
associatéd with a known condi- 
tion, people with a strong family 
history for SAH are at increased 
risk for one themselves. Some- 
one with one first-degree rela- 
tive (like your wife’s mother, in 
her case) has about a 1% chance 
of having a SAH in the next 
10 years. Someone with two 
first degree relatives has a 7% 
chance. Your wife would be in 
between, with one first-degree 
and one second-degree relative 
(her grandfather). 

There is no consensus on 
whether she should be screened 
(with a CT- or MRI-based an- 
giogram scan), but she should 
discuss it with her doctor, or see 
an expert, such as a neurosur- 
geon.
